URING the recent Budget debate 
some criticism was levelled against

There is no cyidence that simple, 
mild nail biting is any in ~ 
ton that ao person’s nervous 
systom: jg abnormal, nor is it 
volated to the level of in- 
telligence. 


In cases of mild nail biting, 
no treatment is indicated. Over- 
emphasis on the habit will make 
it worse instead of better, In 
severe nail biting, treatment 
should be directed toward find- 
ing the cause or the underlying 
emotional disturbance.
